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-IMITATIONS OF BUTTTER. 


lirofessor Babcock and One of the Armour 
Tira Before the Committee. 


WASHINGTON, June 16,—Professor Babcock, 
of the Boston board of health, and chemist, 
was first to address the members of the senate 
committe on agriculture and forestry and a 
large andience assembled in the committee 
rooms, on the subject of oleomargarine, this 
morning. It was his duty, he said, to see that 
the law of Massachusetts requiring that oleo- 
wargarine Should be sold under its proper 
name was enforced. In a great majority of 
cases, the law was obeyed. There were thon- 
sands of persons in Boston who buy butterine, 
knowing perfectly what it was. It was mark- 
ed ‘butterine.”’ sold for, and the price paid 
was the price of butterine, the same _ state- 
ment applied to oleomargarine. Many dealers 
took moro than the precautions prescribed by 
the Jaw to inform customers what they were 
buying. In many of the fac- 
tory towns, the operatives and 
their familes were unable to buy butter, and 
but for the substitute would be entirely with- 
out auythipg answering its purpose. It was 
true many boarding house keepers placed it 
on their tables as butter. In some cases it was 
soid as butter. Butin like manner did some 
people sell sugarand sand as all sugar. He 
believed oleomargatine healthful, and should 
be sold as oleomargarine, if the law compell- 
ingittosail under its true name would be 
wise and could be enforced. He thought it 


unfair to compel a manufacturer’ to 
color oleomargaine red or blue or 
leave it unc>lored, for the people _ 


would be prejndiced against it. A substitute 
jor any food article must look like the article 
it took the place of. Oleomargarine sold at 15 
cents a pound, and was wholesome, while but- 
ter sole much higher, and was some times bad. 
He did not believe it true that poisonous sub- 
stances were used in the manufacture of oleo- 
margarine for the purpose of deodorizing any 
of its component materials. The process would 
be practically impossible, he thought. 

George H. Webster, of Armour & Co., Chi- 
cago, said his firm manufactured large quanti- 
ties Cf oil, oleomargarine, neutral oil, and but- 
terine, About two thirds of ail oleomargarine 
oil manufactured by them was shipped abroad. 
tie thought discovery of oleomargarine had 
increascd the value of each head of cattle 
three collars by reason of the increased valueof 
the fats utilized in the manufacture of oleo oll. 
Should a tax he imposed 1t would inure whol- 
ly to the benetit of oleo manufacturers in for- 
eign countries with whom the United States 
bad to compete.

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IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


The Statistical LBureau’s Tables Showing In- 
crease and Decrease. . 

WASHINGTON, June 16.—The statistical bu- 
real. of the treasury department has prepared 
tablesin regard to the value of recent imports 
and exports by which it isshown there was an 
increase of $39,392,511 in the value of imports 
Curing the nine months ending March 31, 
1#¢6, as compared with the value of imports 
Curing the corresponding period of the pre- 
ceding year. Also that imports have decreas- 
cad in value in the following particulars: 
“Coffee, $2,872,319; seeds, not medicinal, $1,- 
458,006; manufactures of silks, $1,276,799. 
The value of domestic exports during the 
came pine months shows a falling off of $74,- 
662,185, compared with the corresponding pe- 
siod last year. There was an ifcrease of 
3.700.000 in the value of corn exports, 44,- 
000,000 in the value of leaf tobacco exports. 


THE SISTERS’ PLOT. 


DETAILS OF THE EXTRAORDINARY 
CRIMEINA VIRGINIA MANOR. 


Iwo Girls, One Fourteen and the Other EKightsen 
Years of Age, Employed as Servants, Knock 
Their Master Down and Murder His 
Sister—Robbery Their Object. 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—Details of the 
almost unprecedented attempt at a donble 
murder by two young girls, the oldest only 
eighteen and the second hardly in her teens, 
have been receeived from Fredricksburg. The 
victims were Mr.W. E. S. Waller, an old 
gentleman of sixty-five, and his sister, Miss 
Jane Waller. Mary and Jennie (jreen, sisters, 
were the assailants. A dispatch tothe Post 
says thatMr.and Miss Waller resided in a 
Stately old mansion on a farm situated about 
twenty-five miles from Fredricksburg, near 
the little villege of New Market, and while 
the country contiguous is quite thickly popu- 
lated, the extensiveness of the Waller estate 
made the house somewhat remote from those 
of the neighbors. Here the couple had lived 
together for years, managing their farm and 
depending solely for assistance about the 
house on the two Green girls, the elder of 
whom is eighteen years of age, while the 
younger is but fourteen. As servants these 
girls were trusted implicitly, and in every in- 
stance they seemed to be worthy of the confi- 
cence imposed in them. Besides, they had 
been reared by the Waller family, a matter 
whichin the eyes of Mr. Waller was sufficient 
to gnaiantee their honesty, 

Last Friday Mr. Waller received quite a 
sum of money, which he kept in his room, 
and the girls were aware of tliis fact. The 
presence of the money was doubtless the in- 
centive for their deed. At any rate, they 
waited until about 11 o'clock that night, when, 
feeling sure that Mr.and Miss Waller were 


asleep, they quietly * armed them- 
selves with stout clubs and = as- 
cended to the old gentleman’s © 


apartment. As they entered the room Mr. 
Waller awoke and, seeing who it was, de- 
manded angrily what they wanted. Without 
waiting to reply the girls rushed at him. 
Though aged, Mr. Waller was still quite an 
active man, and springing from his bed he 
seized the elder and would have disarmed her 
bad not the other hit him over the head with 
her club and knocked him senseless to the 
floor. Not content with this, they belabored 
his senseless form with blows until, believing 
that life was extinct, they left him to search 
for Miss Waller. Rushing into the old lady’s 
room, they dragged her screaming from her 
bed and with one savage blow from aclub laid 
her senseless. Then they beat her about the 
head until the blood gushed forth in streams 
and until all vestige of her features were lit- 
erally beaten out of recognition. 

Finally, satisfied that both their victims 
were dead, the girls secured about $550 in 
money and fied. Several hours later a colored 
bey, one of the tenants on the farm, while 
passing the mansion, observed that the door 
was open and stopped to investigate. On en- 
tering the house he discovered the senseless 
and bleeding forms of Mr. and Miss Waller on 
the floor and immediately rushed to give the 
alarm. By five o’clock in the morning the 
whole noighborhood was aroused and hund- 
reds of people flocked to the house to learn 
the particulars of the affair and to offer their 
assistance in capturing the assailants. Mr. 
aud Miss Waller were taken from the floor 
and placed upon their beds, while a messen- 
ver was dispatched for the nearest physician. 
Pefore his arrival the county judge, Robert 
Waller, a nephew of the old couple, whose 
residence was not far distant, arrived on the 
scene and sent word to Sheriff Harris. 

With the arrival of the physician Mr. Waller 
was restcred to conscionsness and, though ia 
avery precarious condition, was able to de- 
scribe briefly the occurrences of the night. Par- 
ties were organized and the search for the two 
girls was undertaken with ardor. The sheriff 
immediately notified the authorities of the ad- 


joining towns as well as the police of Rich- 


mond and Washington, so that there is little 
probability that the girls can escape. As yet, 
however. the search has been unsuccessful, and 
co far as can be ascertained the culprits have 
not been seen since the night preceding the rob- 
bery. It is generally believed, however, that 
they did not get out of the county in so shorta 
time and that they are hiding inthe woods. 
While the search was in progress, however. 
the physicians had been striving vainly to re- 
store Miss Waller, but while they succeeded 
in discovering signs of life, it was evident that 
ber injuries would prove fatal, and after ling- 
ering until Sunday she died. Mr. Waller may 
recover, but his injuries are of @ very serious 
nature. The two were members of the oldest 
families in thestate. The girls had been 
reared about the house where the outrage had 
occurred, and had always regarded it as their 
natural home. Both girls are very bright 
mulattoes, and bave heretofore borne excei- 
lent reputations.

IMPRISONMENT FOR DEBT. 


Governor Hill, of New York, Signs an Act 
Amending the Law, 

ALPAXY, N. Y., June 16.—The governor has 
signed the act promoted by Erastus Winan 
and others, amending the law regarding 1m- 
prisonment for debt. Hereafter, six months 
is to be the limit of imprisonment on arrests 
in civil actions, and the operation of the law 
releases within a few days all prisoners in 
Ludlow street jail, New York. and elsewhere, 
who have been incarcerated beyond six 
months.

CORRUPTION IN CHICAGO. 


The Attempt to Capture the North Chicago 
Street Railway. 

CuicaGo, Jane 16.—The Daily News this 
morning prints a four-column article on the 
North Side railway matter, under the head of 
“Yerkes’s True Scheme.” It says the full in- 
tention of Yerkes and the Philadelphia syndi- 
cate in their pending negotiations with the 
beodle gang in the city council is at last dis- 
closed. Lessthan a month ago a new com- 
pany was organized to seize the LaSalle street 
tunnel, capture valuable strect franchises on 
the north side and, indeed, to swallow the old 
North Chieago City railway company. The 
uew company is called the ‘North Chicago 
ttreet railroad company,’ a title so like that 


of the well-known north side cor- 
poration, the North Chicago City 
railroad company, that it was evidently 


inserted for the purpose of deception, and 
was £0 far successful that until yesterday no 
one save those directly interested in the 
scheme dreamed that an entirely new enter- 
prise was projected. The organizers of the 
new company control the stock of the old. 
While the two corporations are ostensibly un- 
der separate managements, it is fair to pre- 
sume that tbe syndicate in power in each is 
thesrame. After Yerkes secured a controll- 
ing interest in the stock of the North Chicago 
city railway company, he secretly organized 
the Nerth Chicago street railroad com- 
papy with five million dollars capital. 
When the books opened for subscriptions, one 
Tl. H. Wentworth, Sr., a gentleman whose 
name is unfortunately missing from the Chi- 
cago City directory, promptly subscribed for 
i090 shares, representing a par value of 
24,029,000. The ten remaining shares were 
handed over to four other capitalists of equally 
low degree, but who were fortunate enough to 
be friends of Charles T. Yerkes. ‘he scheme 
was to absorb the old company. This was 
ezsily done by the Yerkes people in the old 
board of directors, leasing the franchises of the 
old company to themselves.2The new company, 


it is said, agreed -to guarantce an 
annual dividend of $30 a share 
for the old company’s stock. Inasmuch 


as each share now produces a divilend of $50 
a year, this proposition wiped out one-half 
the value cf the old stock at one stroke. The 
next move was to secure for the old corpora- 
tion the right to adopt the cable, with all at- 
terdant expenses, and finally a monopoly of 
the tunnel was to go to the new company, 
with all attendant advantages. In the light 
of this iliumination it doth appear that the 
redoubtable Charles T. Yerkes, as president 
of the younger North Side railroad company, 
has put himself in the way of swallowing 
the older North Side company. As pres- 
ident of the old and descrepit c rporation, 
he has leased to hiimself,as president of the 
young apd rapacicus concern, the right to 
operate its franchise upon guaranteeing thirty 
per cent dividends on its stock, where this is 
reported to have paid sixty percent. When 
the horse system is replaced by the cable he 
expects the road will earn what would be 
equivalent to ninety per cent on the present 
capital, Butasthe president of the voung 
aud vigorous North Chicago street railroad 
company, holding a pass through which the 
whole system can alone be made available, 
he can collect tolls over all the _ roads, 
account to himself, as president of the 
old company, for 30 per cent on its capital 
stock, and.divide the remaining 60 per cent 
and anything left over among the small but 
select humber of Quaker stockholders in the 
North Chicago street railroad company. What 
Broadway franchise isto the success of 
Philadelphia syndicate in New York, the 
Salle street tunnel is to the same unscrupn: 
lous lot of snpeculatorsin Chicago. Andrew 
(Crawford, one of the subscribers for the stock, 
is anattorney ofthe newcorporation.

LUDWIGLYING IN STATE. 


The Crush of People so Great That a Panié 
Ensues. 

Municy.June 16.—The pope has telegr 
<b expression of condolence to Prince Linth- 
pod, regent of Bavaria, upon the death of 
King Ludwig. 

The body of King Ludwig was placed ia 
state in the old chapel of Residenzschloss this 
morning, and the pubse were allowad te view 
the remains after eight o’clock. The crowds 
which came to havea last look at the dead 
king were enormous, and beyond the capacity 
ofthe authorities to handle in an orderly 
manuer. People in their first surge brushed 
the guards and ushers 
aside and poured in in disorderly 
copfusion. Many were knocked down and 
trampled upon, and the coffin was soon sur- 
rounded by people breathless with excite- 
ment or crying sloud with pain. The doors 
of the palace were finally forced shut and ar- 
rangements made for admitting two hundred 
persons at the end of each fifteen minutes. 
To preserve order under the new plan it was 
even necessary to place at the entrance sol- 
diers bearing fixed bayonets. For a whilethis 
incensed the people and increased the disor- 
cer and danger, but they eventually quieted 
cown and awaited their turns decorously.

Charge Again and Walk Out-The Operatives 
Itehizg to Get op Treuble With the 
Mill-Owners of Augusta—Ete. 

Avesta, Ga, June 16.—[Special.]—The 
little episode at the Algernon mi!] yesterday is 
the talk today. Ex-Oveeerrs McGaw was 
seen sitting at adesk in the office. The mill 
operatives put their headstogether and came 
to the conclusion that Mr. McGaw had been 
designated as bookkeeper, and the employes 
resolved to rid themselves of him permanent- 
ly. They walked out. 

It is not known whether they requested of 
eny official in the mill information as to what 


position Mr. McGaw was occupying, but an 
onteider takes it for granted that they asked no 
information. Had they inquired and learned 
of his friendly visit, they would not have quit 
work of course. This action, following so 
elosely on the rupture of last week, must 
necessarily irritate those on whom the manage- 
ment of the mill devolves. Such- petty dispo- 
sitions Will cause severe action on the part of 
the management. Noemployer is anxious te 
witness stoppages of work every hour or so 
and no employer will tolerate such frivolous 
proceedings. The employes are making a 
mistake, anc unless they curb their desire to 
participate ja strikes parm will be the ont- 
come. 

ARE THE KNIGHTS ITCHING FOR A 

The impression produced by the sudden and 
uncalled for walkout of yesterday is that the 
employes of the dozen mills in Augusta are 
simply casting about for an opportunity to 
cross swords with the Augusta mill owners. ! 
have talked with a dozen of prominent msn, 
and this impression prevails. On the other 
band, the knights continue to disclaim any 
connection whatever with those little troubles 
at the Algernon mills, and their leading 
officials are annoyed that the order should in 
any way be connected therewith. They insis: 
that the men in the Algernon are acting on 
their personal responsibility and the knights 
have no control of the personal action of any 
man in their ranks. 

SOMETHING ABOUT AUGUSTA 
Your correspondent is in pesitio 
more, probabiy of the workings of the knights 
than osdinarily one would be—not that he is 
a Knight of Labor, but from close observation 
of their movements and from intermiogling 
with them. Idonot believe that they are 
apgling for trouble. They are honest in their 
statements, and believe that organization only 
will secure to them that just division of protit 
resulting from their labos, wuich they should 
share and enjoy. There is no desireamong them 
to create trouble or engender strife. They are 
uot £0 equipped, financially or otherwise, as to 
successfully participate in any prolonged 
contest with capital, and consequently are no‘ 
seeking to bring about suchaconflict. How- 
ever, they will not suffer imposition, and will 
battle bonorably and manfully to maintaio 
principles dear to them and their organiz:- 

tion.

The miil employes here need feel no fear of 
unjustice at the hands of their employers. 
They are treated kindly and considerately and 
Will continue so to be treated by the presi- 
dents and directors. Their compensation 
ranks higher, probably,. than elsewhere, and 
will, nodoubt, be increased proportionately a3 
business revives and the revenue of the facto- 
ries warrant. Their homes are commodious 
and comfortable and no attempts at interfer- 
ence or intimidation have been brought to 
light. Each head of family islord of his cas- 
tie and he has no connection with his employ- 
er beyond the wallsofthe roomin the manu- 
factory wherein he is engaged. Churches and 
schools are scattered in that portionof the 
city where the factory people are colonized and 
every advantage and comfort is easy of access.

THERE can be but one meaning to the 
wonderful enthusiasm with which General 
Gordon is being greeted in his tour through 
the state. The very mention of his name 
creates a zealous following whose joyous 
demonstrations in his honor can be easily 
understood and appreciated. It is the trib- 
ute of a brave and chivalorus people to lofty 
manhood, undaunted courage and inviola- 
ble integrity. It means that General John B. 
Gordon will be the next governor of Georgia. 


The Military Post at Atlanta. 

The secretary of war will be called on to 
decide very shortly whether the - structures 
to be erected at the military post in Atlanta 
shal] be permanent, or merely temporary. 
Every consideration of economy, it seems to 
us, would suggest that the structures be 
made durable and permanent, so that what- 
ever improvements may be made hereafter 
shall have a solid foundation to rest on. It 
seems to us, also, that the Georgia senators 
and the representative of the Atlanta dis- 
trict cannot better serve the public inter- 
ests than by going before ihe secretary of 
war and representing the absolute necessity 
that exists for erecting permanent buildings 
at a post that is to be a pefmanent post. 

We have been at some pains to get at the 
history of the appropriation that has been 
made for improving thes military post of 
Atlanta. In 184, congress made an appro- 
priation of $200,000 for improving the mili- 
tary posts of the country,~Jeaving the al- 
lotiment of this appropriation to the discre- 
tion of the secretary of war. The secretary 
allotted to the Atlanta post the sum of $100,- 
000, and afterwards reduced it to $75,000. 
In 1885, congress made an appropriation of 
$15,000 for the purchase of the land neces- 
sary for the post. The land has been pur- 
chased, as our readers know. This $15,000, 
together with the $75,000 allotted by the 
secretary of war, gives the Atlanta post 
$90,000. 

When Captain J. W. Jacohs, who has 
charge of the work here, was sent for, plans 
and specifications for the buildings at the 
post had been submitted, the estimated cost 
of which would be $340,000. These plans 
were incomplete, and the estimates were 
made by the quartermaster general. In 
these plans nothing was said about grading, 
draining and plumbing. All details of this 
sort were left out, and it was then estimat- 
ed that good buildings, capable of accom- 
modating ten companies, would cost $:40,- 
600. 

Captain Jacobs reached Atlanta on the 
Ist of December last, and, during the win- 
ter, has been engaged in preparing plans 
for a ten-company post. These plans con- 
template brick buildings, plain, but neat, 
and of a substantial character, and included 

-allthe grading, drainage and plumbing 
necessary, together with a complete system 
of water works for the whole post. The 
entire cost, under these plans, was estimat- 
edatatrifie over $500,000. This report 
was forwarded, and no objections were found 
to the plan except that the expense was too 
great. 

Subsequent to the orders received by Cap- 
tain Jacobs to advertise for proposals for 
this work, a letter was addressed to General 
Sheridan by the quartermaster general, ia- 


forming him of the plans and specifications , 


furnished the department by Captain Ja- 

cobs, and of the further fact that it had 

been found impossible to construct a perma-

nent ten-company post complete in all re- | 


spects with the funds available or likely to 
be tivailable. General Sheridan replied, 
Stating that the money for the purchase of 
the site and the original appropriation were 
procured on his representation of the neces- 
sity for constructing a ten-company post in 
the neighborhood of Atlanta. He further 
expressed his bellef that $200,000 would be 
amply sufficient for the completion of the 
work. Thereupon the quartermaster gen- 
eral wrote to Captain Jacobs ordering him 
to report whether the amount named in 
General Sheridan's letter would be suflicient 
to admit of structures of brick or stone, to- 
gether with all improvements necessary for 
a ten-company post ; and whether it would 
be possible to construct wooden buildings 
for the amount named. 

Captain Jacobs ascertained that it would 
be impossible to build structures of 
stone or brick, for ten companies 
of troops, and keep within the lim- 
its; but he found that he could make 
the buildings of wood, and of a very frail 
and temporary character. He has submit- 
ted all the facts in a report which has been 
forwarded to Washington. The quarter- 
master general, in acknowledging the re- 
ceipt of this report, says that the entire 
matter will be submitted to the secretary of 
war for further instructions. 

This isa matter that greatly interests 
Atlanta, and it is to be hoped that the 
friends of Atlanta will bring their influence 
to bear on the secretary of war. What we 
want here is not frail wooden buildings, on 
which no real improvement can be made, 
but permanent structures, neat, plain and 
substantial. This is in the interest of econ- 
omy. The money spent on wooden struc- 
tures will be thrown away, while that spent 
on substantial brick or stone structares will 
be in the nature of an investment. 

What Atlanta wants is a beginning in the 
direction of permanence. Ifthe necessary 
funds are not available, let such funds as 
are available be devoted to enduring ends. 
Let a beginning be made in the direction of 
giving the post at Atlanta durable build- 
ings. Let 570,000 be spent this year, a like 
amount next year, and a suflicient amount 
every year until the post buildings here are 
made permanent. 

Our representatives in Washington can- 
not do a better work than to prevail on the 
secretary of war to begin this work as it 
should be begun, so as to secure durability 
and permanence. This is true economy. 
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Some Very Dark Methods. 

In two or three counties in Georgia it is 
believed that the negroes will vote in the 
primaries. In Elbert, in Campbell and per- 
haps in one or two others. In Hart county 
the matter was discussed fully before the 
executive committee and it was decided 
that nevroes should not vote. 

We have information from friends that 
the negroes are being urged to vote for 
Major Bacon on the ground that Gordon 
fought four years to keep them in slavery, 
and as soon as Major Bacon found ont that 
the war was being fought to keep the ne- 
groes in slavery that he left the army and 
came home. 

We submit this argument to the demo- 
cratic voters of Georgia that they may see 
what means are being used to defeat Gen- 
eral Gordon. Gordon did fight through the 
entire war. Mr. Bacon did resignand come 
home. There is no denying this and now 
General Gordon is to be beaten in primaries 
because his fighting helped to keep the ne- 
groes in slavery, while Major Bacon came 
home. It willbe a sad day in Georgia 
when such an argument as this has its in- 
tinence against a democratic candidate, in a 
democratic primary. 


The Battle of the 22d of July. 

We copy trom the Milwaukee Evening 
Wisconsin an account of the battle of the 
22d of July around Atlanta, written by Mr. 
Theodore Davis, who has been engaged in 
making a panorama of this battle to be ex- 
hibited at Minneapolis. It was one of the most 
important battles around Atlanta, and Mr. 
Davis participated in it, and is well quali- 
fied to give a correct account of it. 

The capture of Degress’ battery on the 
hill to the right of the Decatur road about 
where Colonel W. H. Hulsey’s residence 
now stands, General Sherman has said since 
the war, was one of the most gallant charges 
made during the war. Colonel L. P. Thom- 
as, Lieutenant-Colonel Albert Howell and 
Captain H. Y. Snow were among the few of 
our citizens who ,went through that storm 
of shot and shell, and captured three euns. 
Governor Brown's brother, Major John 
Brown, was killed in the charge, and the 
regiments that made it were almost de- 
stroyed. 

Major-General John C. Brown, of Tennes- 
see, commanded the division and made the 
assault. It occurred about 2 o'clock, dur- 
ing the warmest part of the day, and wasa 
terrible battle. The survivors in this state 
and in Tennessee will be interested in the 
account given by an eye witness on the fed- 
eral side. We hope that some day the com- 
pany that owns this panorama will find it 
to their interest to exhibit it at Atlanta. 
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The Tactics of the Macon Ring. 
The Macon Telegraph has practically giv- 
en up the contest for Major Bacon. We 
printed on yesterday its clear and open ad- 
mission to this effect. It at first claimed 
everything. It went so far as to say that 
General Gordon would be withdrawn. One 
defeat after another has discouraged it and 
it now admits that General Gordon will car- 
ry a majority of the counties this week, 
and next week and the week after. It real- 
izes that General Gordon will be nominated 
just as every other intelligent man who has 
studied the campaign will do. 

We have never believed that the Macon 
Telegraph crowd intended to support Gen- 
eral Gordon if he was nominated. They 
have fought so long to get control of the 
state through Major Bacon that they are 
desperate. After two years of patient wire- 
pulling, and button-holing, they thought 
they had the state’ fixed for Bacon 
beyond recall, General Gordon’s appear- 
ance was the signal for a general smashing 
of the little ring, and the Telegraph crowd 
rapidly Jost its temper. They felt that they 
were engaged in a final struggle, and when 
they saw the ground slipping from under 
their feet they lost their head. 

The welfare of the democratic party is 
nothing to them in comparison to their 
scheme to get control of the state through 
Mr. Bacon. Their intolerance has long 
been the scandal of the party. Mr. Cleve- 
land was nominated when they favored an- 
oiher map, and the public will remember, 
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“he conduct of the Telegraph during the 


fierce campaign between Cleveland and 
Blaine. It is our opinion that they have 
made up their minds now to fight the demo- 
cratic party unless Major Bacon is nomina- 
ted. Dr. Felton, who is the leading cham- 
pion of Major Bacon, and who is applauded 
by the Bacon organs, and whose appoint- 
ments to speak are continued by Major 
Bacon’s managers, has openly said that 
he would not support General Gordon if he 
were nominated. The Macon Telegraph of 
yesterday has the following paragraph in its 


editorial column. 

It.is useless for General Gordon’s friends to say 
that these exposures will render it impossible for 
democrats to support him if he should be nomi- 


nated. 
The meaning of this cannot be mistaken. 


As a friend of General Gordon, we accept it 
and all that it implie. It is a matter of 
perfect indifference to us and to the people 
at large whether the Macon Telegraph sup- 
ports General Gordon after he is nominated, 
or whether‘it fights him. It will have no more 
effect in Georgia then, than it had when it 
failed to support Mr. Cleveland two years 
ago. Its head will be cracked a3 it has 
been cracked a thousand times before. 

The people of Georgia are going to nomi- 
nate General Gordon because they want him 
tobe governor. And when they have nomi- 
nated they are going to elect him by a hun- 
dred thousand majority, and the Macon 
Telegraph and Dr. Felton may put this in 
their pipes and smoke it. The policy of 
slander and abuse has already driven off 
from Major Bacon thousands of good men ia 
thestate of Georgia, and brought them to 
General Gordon’s standard. When he is 
nominated by the democratic party in con- 
vention assembled the bulk of Major Ba- 
con’s supporters will fall into line as honora- 
ble men, andif the Macon Telegraph wants 
tojoin Dr. Felton in opposing General Gor- 
don when he carries the democratic standard 
it will be at perfect liberty to doso, and if 
there is any stronger way of giving it per- 
mission to kick itself until it is sore, let it 
consider that as having been done.

Many aman is annoyed by a false report 
of his death. It is embarrassing to make 
explanations, or to write a card contradicting 
the rumor. Some times the news ls, appa- 
rently, so well authenticated that the news- 
papers publish obituaries. It has been said 
that a man enjoys reading his own obituary 
in print, but under his sham hilarity there 
isan uneasy feeling. He cannot help think- 
ing of the inevitable hour. 

Occasionally the victim of one of these 
mistakes refuses to see anything funny in it, 
and gets mad. Mr. Stephen Kelly, of Phila- 
delphia, is a case in point. According to 
‘‘Bates’s History,’ and the records, Kelly 
was killed and buried at Gettysburg. One 
of the graves in the national cemetery at 
Gettysburg bears the name of Stephen Kelly. 
So far as proof goes, there is a ton of it es- 
tablishing the fact that the man is dead and 
under the daisies. 

Under the circumstances, nobody can 
blame Kelly for being wrathy. Several 
times he has visited the cemetery with his 
grand army comrades, and they have made 
it a point that he should decorate his own 
grave. Qn his return from these patriotic 
excursions, the alleged dead veteran has in- 
variably conducted himself in an uncon 
monly lively manner. [By slow degrees, he 
has sueceeded in convincing his acquaint- 
ances that he is still alive and kicking, but 
he is not satisfied. History says he is dead. 
The army records say so.. His tombstone 
looms up as solid testimony. Altogether, 
the unfortunate man has good reason to keep 
up a racket over the whole business. 
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Concerning Hydrophobia, 

The newspapers, at this season of the 
year, report the appearance of mad dogs all 
over the country. There is something sin- 
yular in this, as it is held bythe scientists 
that dogs are justas likely to go mad in the 
winter asinthe summer. ‘This view, how- 
ever, has never been indorsed by the people, 
and it is generally believed everywhere, in 
spite of the testimony of medical men, that 
the majority of mad dogs show themselves 
during the heated term. 

Within the past few days, many alleged 
mad dogs have been killed in Georgia. We 
say alleged mad dogs, because we do not be- 
lieve that every dog frothing at the mouth, 
and snappipg at everything in his way, is 
necessarily mad. ifundreds ot dogs are 
killed every year under the mistaken im- 
pression that they are mad, when, ia fact, 
their disease is not dangerous, and would 
readily yield to proper treatment. Still, it 
is possible that the suspicious dogs recently 
killed in Georgia were rabid, and it is cer- 
tainly the better plan in all such cases to 
vive mankind the benefit of all doubts. 

These remarks are suggested by the pub- 
lication of an interview with a New York 
physician, in which it is stated that there is 
no such thing as bhydropbobia in the human 
subject, and that the disease, so-called, is 
the wo1k of an over-wrought imagination. 
It is not safe to give much weight tothis 
theory. While it is true that the malady is 
so infrequent that many practitioners of con- 
siderable experience have never known a 
case, we cannot set aside the testimony of 
reputable medical men in all countries. 
Every country in Europe has its bydrophobia 
statistics, and of late years some attention 
has been paid to their collection in this 
country. Whether the disease is hydropho- 
bia or something else, makes little differ- 
ence tothe victim, when the result is the 
same. Extreme caution, when a mad dog 
is supposed to be at large, is much more 
sensible than reckless indifference, and peo- 
ple will do well to reject all fine-spun theo- 
ries about the non-existence of a disease 
which has, undoubtedly, slain its thousands. 
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Following in Ceasar’s Footsteps. 

Prominent in Gladstone’s magnificent re- 
form scheme is the modification of the Irish 
Jand tenure, and sooner cr later a similar 
measure will be demanded for Engtand. 

The thoughtful observer of affairs, who be- 
lieves that ‘history is phylosophy teaching 
by example,’’ will view this agitation of the 
land question ip the old world with the deep- 
est interest.

When Cwsar was elected con- 
sul he saw the evils of land monopoly. = [a- 
stead of a happy nation of peasant proprie- 
tors, he found the land owned by a limited 
number of noble Roman families. People 
would not live on land that they did not 


-awe. They crowded into the. cities andd 
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towns where they degenerated itite a pauper | 
rabble. Cxsar introduced and secured the 
passage of a law providing for the “purchase 
of large tracts of land held by the nobles, 
and the settlement thereon of veteran sold- 
iers who were to be permitted to pay for 
their farms in easy installments. A land 
commission arranged the details of the busi- 
ness, and thusa dangerous and irritating 
evil was removed from Roman politics. 

Does this not read like a chapter from 
Mr. Gladstone’s political history? But it 
should not lessen our estimate of the great 
premier. It takes as much courage to revive 
an old reform as it does to push a new one, 
and it is no disgrace even in this enlightened 
age to look backward through the centuries 
and borrow an idea from ‘‘the foremost man of 
all the world.’’ Ifthe British land system 
corresponds in its general outline with the 
situation in Csar’s time, then there is good 
ground for the conclusion that the same old 
evil requires the same old remedy. Itseems 
that history ;- bound to repeat itself. There 


_is nothing new, even in the shape of reform.

He has some interesting things to say 
about the colored people, slavery, etc. Tae 
book will do much toward giving the peoplefof 
England an idea of the advantages of Georgia 
and will nodonbt help to bring to Georgia 
some of the famers who are groaning under the 
burdens that are put upon the agriculturists of 
Great Britain. Mr Harley says Georgia should 
do something to attract immigration from 
England. He has certainly done his part in 
the matter. He has sown seed that will bear 
good fruit. He will be at the Kimball several 
days and has copies of the book with him.

A SUGGESTION 


the Mode of Party Procedure in 
Electing Delegates.$ 

EASTMAN, Ga., June 16, 1856.—Editors Con- 
stitution: In order that there may pe more har- 
mony, more uniformity and more systematic or- 
ganization in the democratic party of Georgia, it 
seems to me that instead of the executive commit- 
tees of the several counties calling mass meeting; 
or primary elections forthe election of delegates 
to the gubernatorial, congressional and senatoria! 
nominating conventions, and each county electing 
delegates at a different time from the others, a 
much better plan would be forthe state executive 
committee to call astate convention and order an 
election of delegates to that convention t) be held 
in every county of the state on the same day; 
for the congressional executive commuitee oi 
each district to call a congressional convention 
anc order an election of delegetes to that conven- 
tion to be held in every countyzof the district on 
the same day; and fur the senatorial executive 
committee of each senatorial districs to call a con- 
vention to nominate a senator, and order an elec- 
tion of delegates to that convention to be held in 
every county of the district on the same day; in 
every instance leaving the manner of elucting del- 
egates—whether by primary or mass meeting—for 
the executive committee of each county to deter- 
mine, but requiring‘the elections tobe held through- 
out the state or districts in every county on the 
same day. 

Such a plan as this would preyent a great deal of 
wire working and unfairness. It weuld put the 
issues involved directly before the people to be 
acted upon by them in concertand simultaneously. 
Everything would be over in a day and prevent 
long continued strife and excitement and the de- 
moralizing expectancy of anxiously waiting for 
first one county and then anotherto act. No can- 
didate could then go into one county with the 

urtige of having carried others, or 

e met in ane county With the 
taunt that he had lost others. And there are many 
other good reasons for adopting the plan suggested. 
It would give the state and district executive com- 
mittees a little work to do and some voice in 
state and district nominations and yet no‘ 
deprive the counties of acting for themselves in 
the manner of electing delegates. Inthe senator- 
ial districts, especially, while the rotatiun system 
continues, this plan would givea candidate for 
the senate an equal chancein every county com- 
posing his district, and at the same time give each 
county in the districtan equal voice in naming 
the candidate, while underthe present programme 
the nomination of a candidate for senatorial hon- 
ors is virtually made by one county—the county 
entitled to furnish the senator—without regard to 
the wishes of the other counties, which generally 
accept him more as a:matter of courtesy than from 
choice.

EVASIVE "SCHEMES. 


a NUMBER PROPOSED, BUT NONB 
WLLL SUCCEED. 


Probfbition in Atiants will be Absolute—Various 
Dodges tor Violating the Law-—Whata Judgs 
of the Superior Court Says—The work 
of the Atlanta Police Force—Etc. 


The local option law, or the prohibition 


‘Jaw, as itis more generally called, prolibits 
the. sale-of all intoxicating liquors except two. 


The exceptions are pure alcohol for medical 
and scientific purposes,and domestic wines. 
The latter cannot be sold in barrooms by the 
drink. It will thus be seen that after the Ist 
of July in Atlanta, it will be impossible to 
purchase legally any liquor that will iatoxi- 
cate, except domestic wine. Domestic wine is 
not a popular beverage, and it is not probable 
that it will beesme so even while the prohibi- 


ation Jaw isin force. 


Those who have been inthe habit of pat- 
ronizing the barrooms are not 
pleased with the dry prospect 
which confronts them. Someare already con- 
sidering schemes for evading the prohibition 
law, aud stoutly maintain that they will be 
ableto do so with ease. The schemes discuss- 
cd are numerous, and some ofthem are in- 
genious. A noticeable feature connected with 
these schemes is that they areallnew. Nobody 
has yet suggested the old dodge of paying fif- 
teen cents for alump of sugar and having 
thrownin a @rink of whisky. Neither has 
anybody emma the soda water fountain 
dodge. “Blind tigers’ have been spoken of, 
tut it is conceded that they will be short 
lived. he better class of barkeepers declare 

that they will make no attempt to evade the 
law, and that they have no sympathy with 
those who talk of running “blind tigers.” 

ONE OF THE SCHEMES. 

A well known barkeeper said yesterday: “I 
don’t think that there are a dozen barkeepers 
in Atlanta that will attempt to evade the law. 
There will be such attempt, but they will be 
made by men whoare not now engaged in 
selling liquor. For instance, a man told me 
today that he bad a scheme which he intended 
to work, and that it was one which the law 
eculd not break up. Hesaid he was going to 
open an umbrella store. ‘Lam not going to 
sell umbrellas,’ he explained, ‘I’m going to 
rent ’em. I’m going to have ’em made with 
big hollow handies of different 
SiZ€S, Some of the handles will 
hold a pint and some a quart 
of whisky, and they’ll be 
made so that they can be unscrewed from the 
stick. J’]] rent a pint size for 75 cents and a 
quart size for $2. What's the law got to do 
with what I putinthe handle of umbrellas I 
rent?” J asked tke man how long he would 
allow an umbrella to be retained by the renter. 
‘Ob,’ he said, ‘i’ll rent my umbrellas by the 
hour. People that want ’em can rerent ’em 
every hour, if they wanttodoso. I’vegota 
fortune in the business, and dou’t you forgot 
‘* * 

A CONSTITUTION reporter, who heard the 
description of the umbrella scheme, mentioned 
it 10 a prominent judge of the superior coart 
who frequently visits Atlanta. 

A CHAIN GANG CASE, 

“The scheme is a shrewd one,” he said, 
“but it will not work long. Itisa plain vio- 
lation of the law, because the intent is to sell 
whisky, and that isin reality, what is done. 
If the man who proposes to run the scheme 
sbould have to stand a trial before me, I 
would dispose of him thus: If the evidence 
showed that any person had rented an um- 
brella from him knowing that the handle 
contained whisky, I would instruct the jury 
that their verdict shouid be guilty. It would 
be strictly a righteous verdict, and when the 
sehemer was pronounced guilty, I would sen- 
tence him te undergo the extreme penalty of 
the law. I would so sentence him not simply 
because he had violated the prohibition law, 
but upon general principles. Any man who 
resorts to a trick to violate any law should be 
punished as severely as possible. I would 
send such a man to the chaingang, and, ifthe 
law allowed, make him pay a fiue besides.”’ 

The reporter outlined another scheme to 
the judge, 

“Certain parties,” he said, “propose to send 
liquor to Atlanta from Chattanooga by express, 
C.0O.D. Can the law interfere in such a 

ase.’ 

‘Certainly,’ the judge 
age.toftbe express company 
iiquer and collects the charges, he becomes 
the agent of the man who shipped it, and as 
cuch he yiolates the law, and can properly be 
punished. A similar case oecurred in Putnam 
county. and the express agent was held ac- 
countable,”

ANOTHER SCHEME. 
While engaged in making inquiries concerning 
schemes to evade the law, the reporter met 4 
nian at the Kimball House whoclaimed that 
hi e had one that would work like a charm. 

‘“] have in my employ,’ he said, ‘‘a negro 
man who is very smart. When the prohibi- 
tion law goes into effect, I propose to form 
clubs ofmen who wish to be supplied daily 
with’a moderate quantity of liquor. I will 
collect the money from the members of the 
clubs, give it tothe negro, send him to Chat- 
tanooga and have him to purchase the liquor 
and then return the same day and deliver 
st.” 

Unfortunately forthis scheme, it will not 
work. Sometime ago, THE CONSTITUTION 
contained an account of the trial of 4 
mau in the United States court 
at Macon, who bad tried a scheme exactly 
similar. He lived at Cuthbert, and furnished 
customers just as described by the man met 
hy the reporter at the Kimball house. He 
was found guilty of a violation of the inter- 
nal revenue Jaws, and was punished by tine 
and imprisonment. 

One of the best Jawyers in Atlanta holds 
that there is no scheme by which the prohibi- 
tion law can be successfully evaded. He said 
to the reporter yesterday : 

“It is useless to kick against the law. No 
scheme to evade it will be sustained by the 
courts, and no man need hope to escape de 
tection if he undertakes to execute such a 
scheme. The Atlanta police know their duty, 
and they will bring to grief any man whose 
lashness Jeads him to attempt to violate the 
law.
